Councilman Froehlich Act* 

As Mayor; Steinberger Absent 

The ghost of the defeated re¬ 
tirement plan for city employtre.s 
' came back to haunt the City 
1 Council at their regular .sosslon, 

, Tue.sday evening. 

When Councilman John I'*roc;h- 
lich, acting as Mayor in the ab¬ 
sence of Mayor Milton Stclnber- 
, ger, called for questions from the 
I audience, Mrs. John Porter, rep¬ 
resenting the Sierra Madre Demo- 
' cratic club, revived the contro¬ 
versial issue. 

•Mrs. Porter asked for an ex¬ 
planation of the Council’s action 
' in defeating the voter-approved 
city employe«;a’ retirement plan, 

, two months ago. Acting Mayor 
Proohlich referred the question 
to City Attorney Thoma-s A. 
Reynolds, who explained that the 
ordinance, approved at the city 
; election la.st spring, was purely 
of an advl.sory nature end not 
legally binding on the Council. 

Continuing her questions, Mrs. 
Porter asked ■why the Council 
had disregarded the voters' wish¬ 
es at the general election. 

Councilman Froehlich started 
from the present time, but did 
object to the retroactive plan, 
tho cost of which was considered 
prohibitive. 

Replying to a question on fur¬ 
ther action contemplated on the 
retirement issue. Froehlich stat¬ 
ed that the retirement measure 
. would again be on the bailot at 
I a special election. Ans'wering an 
! inquiry on the cost of a special 
I city election. City Attorney Ed- 
I die Robertson estimated the co.st 
' at between S600 and $1,000. 

I Fire Chief James C. Heasley 
asked for figures on the com- 
; parative co.st to the city of a 
■ retroactive retirement plan and 
! one that "started from scratch". 
Froehlich stated that no such 
figures were available. 

A letter from Nathan W. Tar 
of the Tarr Land Co. was read, 
calling the Council’s attention to 
a recent article In the magazine 
"Tax Talk”, entitled "Does Sier- 
I ra Madre Set a Pattern?" Tho 
' article railed attention to the lo¬ 
cal rate which it cited as one of 
the highest in tho country. 

Ray Pushane of Oak View, Ar¬ 
cadia. inquired about the possibi¬ 
lity of his area being annexed 
to .'Jierra M.ad; ■. and was re¬ 
ferred to the Arcadia Planning 
Commi.ssion. He wac a'.'nireil that

■DOES SIERRA MADRE SET A PATTERN? 


A ten year program of Im- 
ppovements designed to bring the 
Oalifomia highway system up to 
•tandards required to meet cur¬ 
rent future needs is being con- 
aklere<l by the Joint Fact-find¬ 
ing Committee on Highways, 
Btreets and Bridges, headed by 
Senator Randolph Collier of Yre- 
kn. The program was embodied 
in a study presented to the legis¬ 
lative interim committee by G. 
Donald Kennedy, engineering con¬ 
sultant. whose services wero con¬ 
tributed to the committee by the 
Automotive Safety Foundation, of 
■which he Is vice-president. 

Highlights of the report, based 
on a year of research, are sum- 
■anrizied as follows: 

Tho first year of the ten-year 
program calls for expenditures 
for con.struction, maintenance and 
administration amounting to $111 
million for the State Highway 
System. $48.5 million for the 
poonty Road Sy.stem, and $50 
minion for the City Street Sys¬ 
tem. This annual total of $209.5 
minion compares with $135 mil¬ 
lion that normally would be spent, 
ta 19,50 if highway development 
were to continue at the present' 
rate. | 

California highways miust be 
planned to handle, within the: 
next fifteen years, the traffic I 
that will result from a popula-o 
tion of 11.100,000 in 1960 with a 
motor vehicle registration of 5,- 
260,000, California’s population 
has already paase<I tho 9.000,000 
mark, and there are now 3,3-40,- 
000 motor vehicles registere-l. 

California highways were de¬ 
ficient when World War II start - 
«d; during tho war construction 
progress could not be maintained, 
and con.sequently facilities are 
cow inadequate to meet the de¬ 
mands of con.stantly Inoreasing 
traffic. While it is manifestly Im¬ 
possible to rebuild the entire sys¬ 
tem to completely modem stand- 
anis within a .short time, a limit- 
csl mileage of heavily traveled! 
routes can and .should bo im- j 
proved to high design standards, j 
Travel on California highways; 
m 1316 is at the all-time high 
rate of 32 billion vehicle miles 
per year, which Is 20 per cent ^ 
above 1911. tho previous top year. ■ 
It was determined that 2.000. 
miles of two lane rural high- ' 
ways will require construction to i 
four-lane divided tvpe bv 1960. 

One of the principal .steps in 
the program is a proposed re- j 
cla.ssification of ail highways and 
streets In California to provide i i 
for a more orderly priority of i 
Improvement of the various sys- < 
toms on the b.asls of service ren- 
ficTed by each system. i 

Tinder the proposed new clas.sl-' ' 
ficallon the state highway sys- ' 
tern wemid be made up of the ' 
State Expressway System and ’ 
Ww State Ti-unkiine System. The ■ 
expressways would consist of an ] 
Integrated network of mo<iem, ' 
high design. limite<l access routes ’ 
oonnecting the major centers of:

me average fax bill going to aierra Madre home owners 
next November will show a total fax 59.5% greater than that 
of 1945. It will amount to $147.48 per dwelling unit within 
the City, compared with a rated norm of $66.62 in 1940. 

Does this mean that Sierra Madre is booming? 

No; the City had subdivided land ready and waiting for 
1239 homes in 1938 when the WPA Land Use Survey was 
made. From 1940 to 1946, 133 new dwelling units have been 
added to the Census total of 1 767, a gain of 7.5% or at the 
rate of 1.25% a year, less than enough to offset normal build¬ 
ing depreciation. 

There are 224 acres of land in the City used tor tree crops 
and other farm production. With a 78% increased assess¬ 
ment and a total tax rate of $7,0089, it will not be possible 
to use such land for growing fruit or produce. The same holds 
true for lands In Arcadia, Rosemead, the Temple City area, 
San Fernando Valley and other productive soils left in the 
County. 

The average monthly rental value of Sierra Madre homes, 
reported by the last Housing Census (1940), was $31.69 gross, 
including utilities, etc. in rented units. The net rental value 
averaged $25.35 per unit or $304.20 annually. This year, taxes 
of $147.48 per dwelling unit, consume 48.4% of the net 
rental value of the property (under rental rates frozen by 
OPA). 

Compared with the County as a whole, Sierra Madre is al¬ 
most exactly average as to the value of residenlal property 
per family. It such Increased and total tax burden, to be 
augmented in 1947 by a further raise in the assessed valu¬ 
ation of improvements, is an average county pattern, there 11 
be a lot les'. whistling while we work in the future.'

Oepf. Will Advise 
Prospective Buyers on 
Existing Health Code 

I Before veterans or others in- 
tiTested in leasing or purchasing 
property for business ventures 
such as food establishments and 
rest homes invest their money, 
they should contact the local 
health department in order to 
ascertain if the property meets 
State and local health require¬ 
ments. 

ThI.s is the advice of J. H. Me 
Dermott. chief area inspector for 
the Monrovia health district fol- 
low'lng reports that many veter¬ 
ans are being fleeced of thqir 
savings through injudicious in¬ 
vestments. In many case.s, food 
e.atablishments or restaurants 
have been clo.sed and if reopened, 
cannot meet the existing health 
codes. I 

The County health department 
maintains a technical services 
section where prospective invest¬ 
ors may inquire as to requirtv 
ments neces.sary to comply with 
the law. McDermott said. The 
service is offered free and Is 
available to anyone in County 
health department jurisdiction, 
which includes Sierra Madre.

Flower and vegetable seedlings 
afTord an excellent advantage to the 
home gardener as far as saving 
time is concerned. 

When oflered for sale, the seed¬ 
ling plants are probably six weeks 
old, more or less, depending on the 
variety and location. 

Good technique in transplanting 
seedlings increases the possibility 
of success. By the time the young 
plants reach your home they have 
already been hardened and tough¬ 
ened in the propagating bed. 

The young transplants must not 
be.allowed to dry out Should the 
roots lose all their available moist¬ 
ure the plant will be severely 
shocked. This may not necessarily 
be fatal but you may be certain 
that a real stt-back will be experi¬ 
enced. It is advisable to carry out 
the transplanting operation on a rel¬ 
atively foggy day or at an hour 


when the sun’s rays seem least ef¬ 
fective. Be certain tliat the roots 
are disturbed as little as possible, 
endeavoring to maintain intact the 
small ball of earth siurroundhig the 
root system. 

Some growers are of the opinion 
that it is wise to prune the roots 
and also the foliage as they be¬ 
lieve this hastens the rate of growth 
after the plant has been established 
in its new home. Others maintain 
that this practice may increase 
transplanting shock, while doing no 
good in any event. After the plant 
has been set In place the soil should 
be packed firmly around the roots. 
These underground sections of the 
plant must be in firm contact with 
the earth. Should air pockets form 
the roots will be unable to obtain 
their necessary water supply. After 
the area has been tamped it should 
be thoroughly watered.
